A sign of the times 

Council changes town sign standards

The Town of Didsbury is taking action against inconsis¬ 
tent signage inside municipal limits. 

Council adopted the Manual of l Uniform Traffic Control 
Devices for Canada on all town signs, during its meeting 
Feb. 19. 

The manual describes a standard for placement, height, 
and type; that information signs including street names 
be blue with white letters; that tab signs be the* same 
colour as its corresponding information sign; and that the 
town utilizes a telespar signpost where possible. 

“It’s a very good brand of post," said town of Didsbury 
public works manager, Charlie MacDonald. “After it gets 
bent, you can use the material for other things.” 

A concern over its variation of sign standards was 


brought to council after 

the town’s public works staff administered a complete 
sign audit between the months of September and 
November last year. 

Macdonald presented bis staffs findings to council, 
making a request for the change in policy and necessary 
upgrades. 

Those conducting the audit took over 1200 photographs, 
of the town’s sign count, which exceeds 400. 

Macdonald says abiding by the standards enhances the 
appearance of the town, citing Red Deer and Lacombe as 
examples of towns that use the same policy. 

“I think for esthetics, it’s very important. It shows you 
ihat tilings are nice and neat,” he said. 

“They say a picture is worth a thousand words, and 
right now our picture is hanging pretty crooked." 

Macdonald says the photos and the report depict 


issues with the way some of them have been planted, an 
inconsistency in colour, size, and 14 different types of 
posts. 

“Wo felt, it’s time, especially with the new develop¬ 
ments we have coming to town, we thought ‘what do we 
need for signs?’” loot’s set signs on a standard format for 
the town,” said mayor Brian Wittal. 

“Now we can give that to (developers) and tell them 
that this is what we want for size, colour, posts, and all 
this, so we can get consistency." 

Wittal says, over a three-year period, there will be a 
transition for which the present set of signs inside the 
municipality will be changed so that they meet the new 
standards. 

“It presents better within the community," said Wittal. 

Council approved the sign and inventory project for 
$10,000 per year over the next three years.

Race prepares for future following cancellation

Organizers for the Rosebud classic 
dog sled race remain upbeat in the 
wake of its recent cancellation. 

Chinook weather conditions resulting 
in not enough snow for a trail, meant 
the event's third annual installment 
needed to be pushed to next year, says 
event spokesperson Bill Windsor. 

Windsor says changes have already 
been discussed, as organizers hope to 
use the extra time between events to 
ensure the next run is the best yet. 

One alteration will be to address the 
condition of the trail, and better accom¬ 
modate light snowfall. 

“The smaller amount of snow that we 
have, the smoother the trail has to be," 


he said. 

“And as we obviously are going to 
have to resign ourselves that we aren’t 
necessarily at any time going to have a 
lot of snow in order to host this race, 
the smoothness of the trail is going to 
be critical.” 

Windsor says in a situation where the 
area would receive a foot of snow on 
the trail, a bump of snow wouldn’t make 
a difference. 

“When there isn’t that much snow, it 
has to be smoother...so when the mush- 
ers are going around the trail, they don’t 
get their teeth jarred because of the 
bump that was in the trail.” 

Windsor says, for the sake of the vol¬ 
unteers creating the trail, the team will 
change their approach to putting up the 
snow fence.

“When you pul up somewhere in the 
neighbourhood of three miles of snow 
fence, that all has to be taken down," 
Windsor says. 

“We are going to re-evaulate the 
amount and the locations in which we 
use the snow fence." 

With the potential for the reconstruc¬ 
tion of the bridge along Hwy. 582, 
Windsor says 

there are new possibilities for racer 
traffic under the bridge. 

“It may eliminate the need for a divid¬ 
ed trail there for two-way traffic, which 
would be a very positive thing...that 
possibilities there are terrific." 

Windsor also suggests planners are 
looking at a slightly different route, 
with hopes of avoiding fall cultivation. 


“For areas of land that saw fall culti¬ 
vation this year, they were black all 
winter. Whereas, those that were left 
with stubble were white," he said. 

“We have not experienced that before, 
and that’s something that we will have 
to address." 

Windsor says, some area farmers have 
expressed interest in providing an 
uncultivated strip for mushers to run 
on. 

Due to the cancellation, sponsorship 
exposure will be rolled over to next 
year. 

“All the campaigns that we did this 
year, in terms of recognizing the spon¬ 
sors and their contribution to the races, 
they get double that, because next year 
we are doing exactly the same thing.”

New crime law a big step forward, says MP Thompson

The new federal Tackling Violent 
Crime Act (TV(’A) is a long overdue step 
forward in the fight against against 
crime in both urban and rural communi¬ 
ties. says Wild Rose Conservative MP 
Myron Thompson. 

“There are so many parts of that bill 
that I've personally be fighting for since 
I got here (in 1993)," said Thompson. 

The new law, which received Royal 
Assent last week, changes the Criminal 
Code in the following five main areas: 

• It increases the age of legal consent 
from 14 to 16 years. 

• It creates tougher mandatory jail 
time for serious gun crimes. 

• It sets out new' bail provisions which 
require that those accused of serious 
gun crimes show why they shouldn’t be 
kept in jail while awaiting trial. 

• It increases monitoring of danger¬ 
ous, high-risk offenders. 

• New ways to detect and investigate 
drug-impaired driving and stronger 
penalties for impaired driving. 


somebody. That’s ended and I think 
that’s a great move for the protection of 
these young people." 

The law’s new gun offence provisions 
read as follows: 

• Five years for a first offence and 
seven years on a second or subsequent 
offence for eight specific offences 
involving the actual use of firearms 
(attempted murder, discharging a 
firearm with intent, sexual assault with 
a weapon, aggravated sexual assault, 
kidnapping, hostage taking, robbery and 
extortion), when the offence is gang- 
related, or if a restricted or prohibited 
firearm such its a handgun is used. 

• Three years on a first offence and 
five years on a second or subsequent 
offence for other serious firearm-related 
offences (firearm trafficking, posses¬ 
sion for the purpose of firearm traffick¬ 
ing. firearm smuggling and illegal pos¬ 
session of a restricted or prohibited 
firearm with ammunition). 

It also makes it an Indictable offence 
of breaking and entering to steal a 
firearm, and robbery to steal a firearm. 

Regarding the new gun crime changes, 


has been convicted three or more times 
of specific violent or sexual crime, it is 
now up to that person to convince the 
court why he or she should not be desig¬ 
nated a dangerous offender. It includes 
the following provisions: 

• The Crown is required to declare in 
open court whether or not it had consid¬ 
ered an application for Dangerous 
Offender status whenever any person is 
convicted of a third designated serious 
violent/sexual offence, thereby increas¬ 
ing the possibility that the prosecution 
w’ill pursue a Dangerous Offender appli¬ 
cation when there are adequate 
grounds, 

Regarding changes to dangerous 
offender declarations, Thompson said 
“The declaration of whether you are a 
dangerous offender will not necessarily 
be made at the court level prior to sen¬ 
tencing. That can be done at any time. 

“And that reflects back on the number 
people who have been paroled when 
front line officers and caseworkers and 
everybody has said this guy is danger¬ 
ous and he will offend. Maybe that will 
put an end to some of these guys being 


released when they shouldn't be 
released.” 

The law also doubles the duration of 
peace bonds and clarifies the range of 
conditions that may be imposed on 
those who are being released from jail. 

“Over the past two years, our govern¬ 
ment has been working tirelessly to 
make these important changes to 
Canada's criminal justice system," said 
Justice Minister Rob Nicholson. 

“With the passage of this bill today, we 
can say good-bye to the days of soft, 
lenient penalties for dangerous crimi¬ 
nals. This bill toughens sentencing and 
bail for those who commit serious gun 
crimes, ensures more dangerous offend¬ 
ers are kept behind bars, better protects 
children from sexual predators, and 
gives police more tools to help them 
crack down on those who drive under 
the influence of alcohol or drugs." 

The majority of the reforms will come 
into force within the next few months, 
giving the public, police, prosecutors, 
defence counsel and judges sufficient 
time to familiarize themselves with the 
changes, he said.

“It is certainly going to stop 
the exploitation by older men on the 
internet of 14 and 15 years olds, and 14 
and 15 year olds telling mom and pop

The life of Heritage Junior B Hockey League goal- 
lenders just got a little easier.

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Majority of locals voted

Slightly more registered voters in the 
Olds-Didsbury-Three Hills constituency 
cast their ballot in last week’s provincial 
election than those who didn't vote at 
all. 

Out of 23,470 voters registered in the 
constituency, 12,108 or 51 per cent cast 
their ballot to elect their representative 
in the Legislature. 

In Didsbury, there were more regis¬ 
tered voters who didn’t vote than those 
who actually cast their ballot. 

Voter turnout at the Didsbury 
Southeast polling station was 43 per 
cent, 41 percent at the Didsbury Central 
station, 42 per cent at Didsbury 
Southridge, 48 per cent at Didsbury 
Westhill, and 42 per cent at Didsbury 
North as well as Didsbury Northeast 
polling stations. 

Some constituents cited apathy, the 
belief that their vote wouldn’t make a 


difference, and the belief that there 
were enough who would vote to ensure 
their wishes were carried out as reasons 
for not voting. 

Vic Johnson says he and his wife 
Carroll didn’t vote because of the frus¬ 
tration they encountered with the voting 
process on election day. 

Unbeknown to them, the Johnsons 
were registered to vote at a Cremona 
polling station. Johnson said they 
refused to drive another 40 miles from 
their Harmattan home, after being 
turned away from two polling stations in 
Olds and told they could only vote in 
Cremona. 

Assuming it was like the last provin¬ 
cial election, Johnson said he and his 
wife went armed with idenification to 
the Olds Legion and then the Baptist 
church polling location to vote after 
conducting business in town. 

“They want people to vote. But why 
are only something like 4(i per cent vot¬ 
ing? This is probably why," said 


Johnson. 

The Harmattan man said after the grief 
they had been through, he didn’t care if 
his vote didn’t get counted. 

“It really don’t matter. One or two 
votes probably won’t make a difference. 
It’s the principle of the thing," he said. 

Incumbent MLA Richard Mar/, was 
handily returned to office with 7,786 
votes. He won the majority of votes at 
all but one of the 65 polling stations. 
Didsbury’s Curt Engel who was next 
closest in votes to Mar/, garnered 2,487 
votes. He won the Linden district poll 
with 52 votes to Mar/’s 51.
